adherence to a top and convex side of a container without 
deformation and without wrinkling of a material of the protective 
member['s material, and without wrinkling]. 

6. (Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein indicia is 
applied to the protective members by printing. 

12. (Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the protective 
members are adhered to containers using adhesive. 

14. (Amended) The method of claim 1 which further comprises 
imposing an anti-static chemical treatment on the protective member 
such that each one of the protective members will slide easily from 
[the] an adjoining member and not cling to it under high speed 
dispensing.
